Sir MicUael Hicks-Beach Opposes the 
^ Motion iu Most Forcible 
Terms. 

Lo.NDON, April C. — Tho galleriea of tho 
Houao of Commons were fiil!, but tlio 
HnuBo itself was not crowded, when Mr. 
Gladstone uroao at 3: l.5 p.ni, to movo the 
Kccoud reading of the bill to ostabliah Home 
Kiilo la Ireland. Mr. Gladstone said the 
Government had no intention of amending 
the bill as preaentcd, e.xccpt ia some minor 
particulars. He earnestly ilesiroil to bring 
home lo tlio Huuso tlio tjucstion of wlmn 
thia yrcjt conlrovoray was to eml. He did 
not uddroas tho (|ueation to the 
Opposition In a spirii of assumed superioritx, 
hut he would rather press it earnestly upon 
their hearts and uiidcrstandinga aa 11 mutter 
in which both sides were ii|Ually intereHteil. 
l'\)r man}' years ilu- i|ueBtioii of Jriah Home 
liule liad blojkeil ihe way of legiahilioii. 
Thu Liberal party had oll'ercd a aolutioii, 
but when they uuUed their opponents where 
ali thia was to end, they rarely obtained au 
ivimwer. Ccrtuinly the Opposition had not 
yet ventured to point out u process whereby 
llio greatest of Iriali queationa shouUl be de- 
cided apart from the way in 'vvhich the 
Homo Kule bill proposed to decide it. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Gladatone proceeded with a history 
of tlie development of Ihe rise and thu 
eauaes of the demand for Iriah Home Kule. 
He said that the progress of events iu the 
past oenluiy had proved the fallacy of the 
argument offered by the opponents of Home 
Rule, that time and patience would see 
Ireland pacified -without special legislation. 
Never was there a time when tfae Irish peo- 
ple -were so near the accepfcanoa of the 
Union as during the first twenty-nine 
years after the act of union bad been passed, 
and the reason was not beeause they loved 
it, but because they were trodden under foot, 
they wished for peace, and they had no 
genuine representatives in the Imperial 
Parliament. Aa soon as the voice of 7.ru- 
land waa heard in Parliament, the constttu- 
tioniU iiioveinent for self government waa 
commenced. " Let thu Hoiiae," Mr. Glad- 
stone continued, "look at the specLacle tho 
n'orld olfers in regard to its uniou.s. Iu the 
civilized world no incorporated union ef- 
fected and maintained by forcu bay ever 
pro.Sjiered. That is a challeiitje of sonie 
boldne.HS. I a it loo bold ?" 

Here lligbt Honorable Sir .Michael Hieka- 
Pieacli, M P. for West llristol, interruiJied 
.M r. ( ilu Islone v.-ith tlit; retnark ; " Xake 
the e.o-e of the United .-States." 

Mr. (ihuL-loiie — " I, faid ineoiporated 
union. (Liber,-! a"! : -^h c;'ieer-i.) ".'ou 
niiased tlie essential woril. (Hear, he.tr ) 
Holland and Ilelyiuin tried ineorpo! uleil 
union, and after 'j. precarious uKistencu of 
fifteen j'eara a divorce waa elleeluil. Ana- 
Iria and Hungary tried incorporation ami, 
afteryeara uf sad experience, they found the 
choice lay in giving it it port he empire (cheers). 
Kubsia incorporated Poland. Tako your 
Htaiid there, if yon think lit : let the Oppo- 
sition mike the most of their opportunities. 
(Hear, hear.) To all uniona but oncprin' 
ciple can be applied, and that ia whetlier ur 
not they require permanent muiutenaiice by 
force. If, when the force disappears, har- 
mony remains, the union is good. If the 
maintenance by loroe, actual or reserve, is 
necessary, the value of the union is ques- 
tionablu. Unions, not incorporated but 
autonomous, have been attended in all oases 
>vith tucccss, soinelinias complete and 
always couaidorable. Take Austria and 
Hungary, under their present union ; Nor- 
way imd Sweden, Denmark and Iceland, 
Ru'tsia and l''iiilan<l, are illustrations. Tho 
iiiiist couiplitto Bucceaa was tho Gorman fed- 
eration, where each atute hud ita own 
powers, the union only eirecting imperial 
intereala. In the United .States each atute 
had its own rights, and anyone in America 
daring lo interfere with theaii rights would 
be regarded as a inadina.i. 'J he colonies 
hud some i>ointa in eoininon with Ireland. 
'I'he diaeaae of diaall'eetion uiieu permeated 
them, but a roiiicdy w.is loiimi ill self-gov- 
eriiinent." (tylieera.) 

In conclnaion Mr. Gladatone referred to 
tho retention of the Iri.«h tiiembera in the 
Imperial Parliament. During the laatsixty 
years, he said, twelve inatunces had oc- 
curred of cabinets being displaced by a veto 
of censure. Amongst these instances there 
waa not a case where tho question at issue 
waa purely British, eight having been Im 
perial and four Irish questions, therefore he 
thought less inconvenience ought to bo ex- 
pected from the Iriah members voting on 
iJritish queationa than had been antici- 
pated. Kegardiug the • (juestion of finance, 
Mr. Gladatone admitted that it was no easy 
mailer to disentangle the tinancea of conn- 
triea aaHoeiated for tho last ninety yeura. 
It could not be done in any way free from 
inconvenience, Init the trouble waa niere<luat 
in the balance compared with tho vital ini- 
])orlance of the great purpoae of uiiiiiiig at 
the real union of the two countriea, and the 
cnnaolidatioii of Ihe l'",iniiire. 'I'bo bill cure- 
fully guarded t ho poa.iiliility of increaaing 
Imperial exiienditure, whereof Ii elanil ought 
to pay her ahai o in llio event of war .-ind 
other canse.H, If the House waa not aalia- 
liod with till" seeurily oliered under the exist- 
ing liimiicial clunaes of the, bill, he waa ready 
to deal freely with the queytion, and lo lu- 
cast the clauaca olijected to. Until a. recent 
period, the ijueation between Great Kritaiii 
and helanil has been one between class and 
nation, now it was between nation aiul 
nation, 'i'hcro was no more iiieluiicboly 
apcctacle on eiirth than the spectacle of 
wrong iuilictod by one nation to another. 
On llio other hand, there waa notbiiig 
nobler than to see a nalioii deli erate n|ion 
the removal of injuaticc, and {lelibciululy 
determined to break with whatever re- 
mained. 

'I'lic rejection of the Home Rale bill \iaa 
inovi d by Sir Michael Hioks-iieaoh, Presi- 
dent of the Uourd of Trade in the last 
Salislmi y Cabinet. He taunted Mr. Glad- 
stone with having made a long exeursion in- 
to Irish history, when ho waa expected to 
answer tho niultitudinouB critiaiams on the 
bill. Since tlie character of the measnre 
had become known, tho most intense antag- 
oiiiani bad developed against it. In a largo 
part of Ireland tho people wore irreconciio- 
ahly opposed to all tho details as well as to 
the principle of tho bill. The North of 
Ireland rang with protests. Mow the 



Priino Minister ignorod this remarkable 
agitation and 'would not even pause 
in his retrospect to answer tho arguments of 
the men behind it. Tho Prime Minister 
had said that the Homo Rule bill had been 
before the country seven years. Thia was 
not true. Before tlio bill was introduced 
last Pehruary, only the vaguest statcmeuta 
as to its proposals luicl been made. Tho aa- 
soition wuB made fretniently that Ireland 
demanded Homo Rule ; thit here tho 
electors had accepted Homo Rule. This 
waa only partly true. The majority of the 
Irish olectora had demanded and accepted it. 
but Q largo und dotennined minority had 
decided to havu none of it. Niivertholcas, 
admitting a unanimous sentiment, in Ireland 
for Hume Rule, the proposal for the dia- 
Bolution of the Union was rejected by tlio 
other party to the bargain. Tho majority 
of the electors ot Great Brituiii 'were con- 
vinced that Parliament onco pcranadud to 
take the fateful step now proposed could 
never retrace it 'without plunciing tho 
country into the horrors of a civil war. 
(Cheers ) 

I'he debate will be bontinued from day to 
day until a final vote is reached. The 
Govcrnniont has 'appropriated all the time 
allowed for the consideration of private bills, 
and tlio debate will go on from night to 
night until Mr. Glads one and his associates 
are of tho opinion that enough has been 
aaid. Thim the cloture will be applied. 
The Govet'iiment onuula upon a majority of 
not less tliau fifty on llio final vote.

Ott.^wa, April G — Under tho authority 
ot I'arliament, granted four or live years 
ago, the ilinialer of Trade and Commerce 
to-day concluded a provisional arrangement 
with an Anglo-Australian shipping firm, 
Huddart Parker & Co., for a monthly 
steamship service between British GoUniibia 
and Sydney, N..S.\V. The arrangementa 
were negotiated on htliulf of Huddart, 
l^urkcr & Co. by G. V. Hunter, of Swan & 
Hunter, shipbuilders, Wallsoud, England, 
who have bmilt and launched several vessida 
for .'Australian firms. The agreement which 
the Government has sanctioned has been 
brought about in a somewhtit peculiar man- 
ner. Liat .September Andrew Holland, one 
of the 'ivell-kiiowu Senate reporters, went to 
the Autipodea on u busiueaa trip. ^Vllile 
travelling on u train between Melbourne 
and Sydney he entered into conversation 
'with Mr. Huddurt, and presently Canadian 
niattera being apoken of Mr. Holland men- 
tioned the fact that the Dominion Parlia- 
ment had made aliitutory provision for 
u subsidy Ui a direct line of steamers be- 
tween Canada and Australia, being im- 
pressed with the possibilities of extensive 
tratio between the two countries. Mr. 
Huddurl'd fii m at onco made a formal offer to 
the Dominion Government to run a direct 
monthly service between Vancouver and 
Sydney. Due inquiries were made on the 
part of the Federal authorities, when it was 
ascertained that the Qrm was one of high 
standing at the Antipodes, running 
lines of fine steamers between differ- 
ent Australian ports, and between 
Now Zealand, Sydney and the Fiji Islands. 

Mr. Hunter's arrival in this city two or 
three days ago expedited matters, and to- 
day a provisional arrangement was practi- 
cally completed. A monthly service will 
he performed hy two first-clafis ateamers 
each of ."{.liOO tons e.ipacity, capable of 
carrying I'M cabin paaaeugera, and fitted 
up with all modern appliances. Vancouver 
will he tho ttartiiig point at the Canadian 
end, and Sydney the lerminuB; but on 
both outward and inward trips veaaela 
will call at the outer wharf, Victoria, und 
the Elawaii laluiid.i. Tho arrangement is 
for one year on thoteruia authori/.rd by L'ar- 
liaineiit, £'-;5,0(IO per uiinnrn; aubject to re- 
newal for three years. The first atcamer 
will leave Sydney for Canada on or before 
.May H), iintl Mr. Huddart will probably 
accompany her. In that case he 
will come dirrct to Ottawa, and if 
everything be satisfactory, will finally 
close the bargain. J'licli Irip will 
be iimdo in 21 daya, including one day's 
alo)) at Honolulu. Arrangements have alao 
been made between iho C P. K. and the 
coinpiny to co-opi rate and build up as large 
a Irado as possible. Messrs. Prior and 
Kule, before leaving Ottawa, got wind of 
tho negolialions, und upon their atrnng re- 
preaeutation, Hon. Mr. Howell cuuacd to he 
inserted the clauae in the contract rerjuiring 

easels to call at the outer wharf. 
The Government steamer Constance is 
being changed to enable her to use hard 
coal, in order that she may not be so con- 
spicuous to the liquor smugglers.

SOUTH PACIFIC i\OTES. 

.Tho Poniipcans at Issue With Spain on A<v 
count of FonlOutriigos Iiy Sjianlards. 

HoNOi.um, March '29. — The Missionary 
atoainer Morning Star arrived here on 
March 27, after a cruise of 18,000 miles 
along tho Marshal, Gilbert, Caroline and 
other ialands of the South Pacific. When 
tho Morning Star left the Island of Ponape, 
of the Caroline group, tho I'onapcana were 
still at war with the Spauiah, and several 
murders had been committed. Ono night 
, three Spanish deserters, who had been har- 
' bored by a native family for two months, 
foully murdered the whole family and went 
back to the Sp^niah aettloment. In re- 
venge for this massacre three other Span- 
iards were cut to pieces by natives. The 
Spanish ship San J uan was the only war- 
ship at Ponape. 

The Germans opposed the cruise of tho 
Morni;ig Star lluough Marshal Ialands. 
Tlie outlives of Marshal Islands are hostile 
to the (jenr.ans, and have aworn deadly 
enmity to them. 

At Ruk the natives are (ightiiig among 
thcniaelvcH, and aeveral bloody encounters 
have occurred. 

The {iernian war.ship Olga had been at 
•Taluit, but had [iroceeiled on her cruise be- 
fore tlie Miiruing Star arrived. 

The escr.pe of Itnada Vaaaci, a Japanese 
murderer, to the cruiser Kaiiiwa on March 
15, and the ri'fiisal of Capl. Togo, ut the 
Nauiiva, to gi\'i^ him up on the request of 
the I'rovisional (lovernmeut, caused con- 
siderable excitinient for tho lime, especially 
when a baseless rumor waa circulated that 
the IJoatou'a guns would enforce tho de- 
mands of tho Provisional Government. 
The Provisional Goverrnieot, recognizing 
the fact that it had no extradition treaty 
with Japan and muat therefore roly on in- 
national courtesy to turn over u convicted 
criminal, did not unduly press the matter. 
Gapt, Togo has referred it to his Govern- 
ment, and will act in accordance with the 
instructions he may receive. 

ALASKAN KISIIEKIES. 

A Falrhiiveu Coniiiany (Irgaiilzwl to llevelop 
tho Industry on a Large Scale. 

Tacoma, April 0. — D. H. Uumc has been 
notified that the Alaska Fishing Company 
had been fully organized ut Fairliavcn, for 
tho purpose of carrying on an extensive fish- 
ing industry in Alaskan waters. Sonic 
time ago Mr. Hume stated that ho proposed 
to spend the coming summer in Alaska, and 
that tho herring and cod fishing industry 
would he worked up and tho prtxlucl 
shipped to Coast points and to tho I'laat. 
Since then it ajipeara arrangements have 
been made by Fairhaven eapituliats, includ- 
ing Mr. Larrabee, Mr. Henaon ..nd others, 
to capitalize a company to carry on the 
fishing buaincBa on a large acalo and make 
Fairliavcn the principal place of business. 
It is proposed to establish ut Fairliavcn a 
packing house, and from that city ship 
dried, piokled, sauced and other kinds of 
kerring ial paokages of aasortcd sizea. Mr. 
Humeliarfh^toxperionco in tho fish busi- 
ness in the East, and ho puts forth the 



claim that the herring and cod of tho 
Pacific coast are tqual, if not superior, to 
those of the Atlantic couat. IIu also states 
thiit there is ample market here for allitthc 
cod and herring that can be caught ou this 
coast. 



THE U. S. COMMISSIONER., 

Arrival at UoiioliiUi of tlio Delojiate .Sent to 
Investigate the Iliuvallaii Situation. 

KoNoi.i'i.r, March29.— The United States 
revenue cutter Rush arrived hero this morn- 
ing, nine days from Son Francisco, having on 
board ex-Congressraan Bloimt of Ceorgia, 
who was appointed comniisaiouer to investi- 
gate the existing conditionB In Hawaii and 
report as to tho expedicnoy of annexation of 
tho islands to tho United States. Aa soon 
as the cutter was sighted ofl' Koko head, at 
a.m., buainesa men wont to work and in a 
abort time the atreeta and buildings were 
covered with fligi; and bunting. The town?, 
people turned out on maase, and by 11 
o'clock, when the Rush anchored in 
navul row, the docks and atreeta 
were crowded, The nudl steamer Aua- 
tralia, which wua sclieiluled to Icuvi> 
at noon, \va3 lielil back, and from 
her ileck the band of the I'rovisional 
'ioverument welcnmed the new arrivals 
with the atiaina of the "Star .Spangled 
lianner." A delegation from tho Aiuioxa- 
tion club waa hastily foruieil, and wtd- 
coiiied the eonuiussioncr at the boj.t land 
iiig. A ))arty of aboiitaeveuly-live Hawaiian 
women from tho branch of the Hawuiian 
Patriotic League, bearing the American 
and Hawaiian flags, also proceeded to the 
dock. 

Dr. J. S. McOraw, eliuirr.vaii, and Prof. 
S :ott and ( Iin. ll irtwell, aa a eomniitteo 
from the .-Vunexal inn club; United States 
iMiniater Stevens, F. P. HaatingH, secre- 
tary of the Fiireigu otiice and aide to Presi- 
dent Dole ; Major Robertson, tho Queen's 
chamberlain, and the newspaper correapoud- 
ents put off to tho Rush to pay their 
respects to the commissioner. Tho news 
that but one person hud been sent in that 
capacity to the isUnds soon spread to the 
shore and occasioned much aurpriao. 

Commissioner Blount declined to be in- 
terviewed for publtoatitn, but from casual 
conversatiou it would seem that his labors 
here may cover a period of several weeks. 
The Rush will probably return to Sun Fran- 
cisco in the meantiinc. Coiiin iaaiuncr 
lUount did not leave the steamer for Bcveral 
hours, and constqucntly thii reception by 
the Hawaiian league and the annexation 
club did not take place. 

The Rush brought dispatchca from Wash- 
ington City to Admiral Skcrrett, and also 
to the Provisional Government, but tho 
nature of them coukl not bo learned. 

It is stated that tho I'rovisiotial Govern- 
ment has recalled J. Mott Smith, miniator 
to the United States at Waahingtou City, 
and also Couaul General Pratt ut San Frau- 
cisco. 

The past two wceka have been fruitful of 
political mattera. Tho general lethargy of 
the Hawaiiuna prior to March has given way 
to action. 1'ho Civil Kighta League and 
Hawaiian Patriotic Lea'^uo have held fre- 
quent mass iiicelings, at which either aa- 
nexatiou or diafranchiaeiiicnt were tho re- 
spective auhjccla of denunciation. 

The ahooting in cold hlood of I). .S, Huntg- 
man, asaoeiate editor of the Liberal, by 
August Herring, a half- white, nn March IS, 
stirred up the eouimuuity, and a secret 
meeting was held ou the night of March 'JO, 
following Huutsinan'.s death, at which a 
proposition waa made to lynch Herring, but 
it was finally determined to await the re- 
sult of a jury trial. Huntsman waa ac- 
cused by Herring of undue intiimicy with 
his wife, but tho deceased in his ante- mor- 
tem statement denied thia.

It Will lie Carried liy the Six Conipatilcs to 
till' Supreme Court ol ihe I'. S. 

Se.\tti.k, April C. — Tho Chinanren of 
this city have received a very important 
letter from tho Six Companies at San Fran- 
cisco relative to the rcgislrution of Chiueao. 
Ching Kee, manager of Gee Leo & Co., ex- 
plained the contents of the letter yesterday 
as follows : " We got tho letter yeitcrday. 
It says the attorneya of tho Sii ('onipiiniea 
have cimsulted with the Chinese Minister 
at Washington City, and have arranged to 
have the tieary law passeii upon by the 
Supreme court of tlio United States, and 
the cuao haa been set for May 12. They 
want to teat tho law. If the law ia deciib, d to 
be conatitutional all tho Chinese will regis- 
ter, but they tell aa not to bo in a hurry, 
aa plenty of time will bo allowed after 
the law ia p.iaeed upon, Tlie letter eaya 
that all I'acitic coast collectora will be in- 
structed not to Guforee tho law until afier 
the decision. Thia will prevent Chinamen 
from being arrested after .May ,"), until the 
law ia passed upon. Now I have got to 
wait. I can't send niy boy to be registered 
until after the deciaion," Major Harlan, 
deputy collector of internal revenue, aaid 
that no Chinamen had applied for certifi- 
cates for some tinio. He had received in 
alruotions to register the wives and eliildren 
of merchants as merchants and all others as 
laborers.

Hoaide 
this aro priuted the worda : " Thia hill 
entitles the bearer to receive eight Spanish 
milled dollars, or the value thereof in gold 
or silver, according to a roaolution passed 
by congreaa at Philadelphia, September 26, 
i77S." This inscription ia signed by W. 
(Jumblo and J. Snowden, two of tho signers 
of the declaration of indopondence. Around 
tho edges are ornamental figures and twined 
among these on each side are scrolls bearing 
tho words : " Eight dollars. The United 
States." On the baok aro three tobacco 
loaves and UDderneath is the legend, 
" Printed by Hall and Sellera. 1778."

DDPDY'S POLICY. 

Summaify of 'HIs Fprmals' Statekent Before 
the Oliamber of Deputies.

U. S. HEALTH MATTERS. 

Conventiou of State Boards of Health 
— Qaarantine Regnlations at 
yarioas Feints. 



The Chief Danger Considered to Exist 
at the Least Important 
forts. 



New York, April 6. — Rsprosontativea of 

the various Stsite boards of health held a 
meeting in the Fifth Avonue hotel this 
moraing and considorod various questions 
that will likely be ot some impoctaace in 
case of an epidemic of cholera this summer. 
The meeting was presided over by Dr. Mo- 
Cormick as president of the national oon- 
ferenoo of state boards of health. 

The mciitiiig was called to consider the 
ciiuipment and eUioioncy of tlio various sou- 
board qaarantine atatioDB and their ability 
to cope with cholera in case of an epidemic 
this summer. Other matters, sucli us ne- 
cessity and practicability of disintcctini,' the 
immigrants and the possibility of adopting; 
a uniform system of iuspection certilioutea, 
are also to be oouaidered, but did not come 
up before the morning session, 

A fjeiierul reptii't of u boiuewhat informal 
character was rccyiveil from the rcpri;3unta- 
tivea preaeiit m regard to existing condi- 
liona of i|Uui'antiMO Btatioiin along lliu 
eastern and Bouthern seabind. Nou" Or- 
leans, Mobile, Cliarleaton and aiinilar largo 
jiorta appeared from tlie atatoinenta of their 
rupreaentativea to be fairly well prot(<;ted, 
anil were jjrovided with tlie commini appar- 
atus in use for diainfecling and fumigaiing 
baggage, clotliing, etc. New Orleans lieailed 
the list in e llieiciiey, while Savannah brought 
111) t'"^ ■'-'ar anil eoiihl only report that pre- 
parationa were being niade that would prob- 
ably be completed by July. 

I)r, W. Lyman apoUe for the government 
stations at various points along the oei- 
board, a id reported a lietier g'n ril condi- 
tion of airuira. All tlio goveiiiinout sta- 
tion? were in excellent order, and were be- 
ing improved in view of the po.isiblo de- 
niauda upon them this season. Ou the 
whole, the reports seem to indicate that the 
chief danger from infection was through 
minor porta. Neiv York was not lieard 
from at the morning session owing to the 
abaeuco of Supt. Jenkins, who it was re- 
ported had been called to Albany this 
rooming. 

RESULT OF A.N KViUi'lUN. 

A Tenement Resident tihootB the Housekeeper 
and Then Kills Himself. 

Nkw Youk, April G. — Chas. itarold, a 
widower of 71, ran amuck in the tenen:ent 
12 Stanton street, with two big revolvers at 
6:30 o'clock this morning. He tried to 
shoot the housekeeper, Mrs. Louise Roth, 
but the pistols would not go off, and then 
tho old man went to his own room in the 
same house and shut himaelf dead He 
used both revolvers, one liiillet entering the 
tho temple and the other the chest. Harold 
was a manufacturer of brushes, and hia 
little room was al.-io his faclnry. .Some 
ncighhora aay the man was worth §,'!,■), 001). 
He has a son and daughter living in the 
West who are said to b(! woalihy. Itarold 
\vas unclean in hia hubiia, and lately bee line 
so ili.sgUbting lliat the landlord secured a 
dispoadess warrant ami Harold was to leave 
the house to-day. He blamed Mrs. Koth 
for this, and deelareil that he would get 
even with her. lie entered her ap irtniunts 
this morning wliile she wna in bed, and ap- 
proached her with both revolvers pointed at 
her bead. 

Mm. Roth spniDg from bed, grasped him 
and a desperate struggle enauo i. Harold 
snapped t he reviilvers, hut the uarlridges 
would not explode. J'he mun then bi.-al 
Mrs. lioth on the head with the revolvers, 
inflicting severe outs, and beat her all over 
the body until she was covered with 
wounds and bruises. Her night dress, her 
single covering, was torn from her body in 
the straggle. The screams of the woman 
brought a tenant named Hayes to hor assist- 
ance. The old man tried to shoot Hayes, 
but a kick in the stomach took all the fight 
out of Harold, who ran to his room and 
ended his existence before the police could 
be summoned. In hia room was a noose 
hanging from ,i door lintel, with which he 
bad evidently intended lo hung himself. Ho 
left a note addressed to the landlord, saying 
that he had lain in wait for him all yester- 
day to kill him.

Fight Between Uiuullts and Triivllci'S— 'I'lie 
Former Forced lo Fly~Purcliaso of 
CuiTee Plantation. 

City oi' Mexico, April 6. — The band of 
brigands which has been operating in the 
vicinity of Julattei has conimitted another 
daring outrage. Three young men were 
passing along the public highway in that 
section some days sgo when the bandits 
under the leadership of Juan Ranon Guerro 
made a sudden attack upon them. The 
three travellers stood their ground bravely 
and returned the fire of the robbers. The 
battle lasted several minuses and resulted 
in two of the bandits being killed. Two 
of tho travellers were also killed anil 
tho other aeriou.'ily wounded. After 
robbing the IjDiiiea, the brigamh started 
for their reiule/vous in the mountains, 
but were overtaken by a detaehnjent of 
rural guards. Anol her desperate light oc- 
curred, two more of tlie rohlicrs beiiii.' killed 
and one wouiuleil. Two members of the 
rural guard were killed and two wounded. 
Threo of tlie bandit.s were captured, the 
other.", iiuiiibering aliout ten escaped to the 
nimmtaiiis. Tliey are Ijeiiig closely pursued 
and will proliatily be ciptured. 

Tho large ciiU'ee plaiit.ilion near Cordova, 
iu the State of Vi r,'. C'ri;z, has lieen pur- 
chased by Ulaus Spreoltlea, the .San Fran- 
cisco sugar king, for §100,000. He proposes 
to attract American oajiital into this lucra- 
tive business. Kven tho i)ropo8ed export 
tax will not reduce profits at present rates 
more than one cent a pound, leaving nine 
teen cents net profit. There is a regular 
boom in coffee lands all over the southern 
portion of the republic, 

Oiilnrto I'arllnniciit Opened. 

Toronto, April 5. — In tho course of his 
speeoh opening the Ontario Legislature 
Lieutenant-Oovcrnor Kirkpatriok said : 

"It is a source of historical inter- 
est to remember that I am address- 
ing a Legislative AsHemljly of this 
Province in the lirat year of tho second 
century of tlio existence of representative 
government in Canada. Tlie progress of 
events from the lirat parliament opened 
by His Kxciillency Oovernor .Siincoe, 
at Niagara in 1792, to tlio opening ef 
this parliament to-day shows what grot 
strides have been made towards the devel- 
opment of the country and the eulargoment 



of the privileges of citizenship under the 
constitution given to us by the Imperial 
Parliament. -I rejoioe to believe that under 
our present relations with the empire ue con 
enjoy every right and privilege necessary 
to the fullest exercise of self-government. 
The general awakening of agricultural- 
ists iu this province to the importance of tho 
dairy industry and Its moie extended 
development is apparent from the inoreased 
number of creameries and cheese taotories 
established during the past year." 

BLOODY TRAGEDY. 

A Miin nud Woman .Stabbed to Death by the 
batter's Mexican riirninour. 

Sax Bernardino, Cal., March 0. — One of 
the bloodiest aad most revolting tragedies 
that ever occurred in this city took place at 
11 o'clock this morning, in which William 
Goldkofifer, a Oerman, and Franuesca 
Flores, a Mexican woman, were stabbed to 
death by Jesus Fuen, with whom tho 
Flores woman had been living, but had 
separated. This morning Fuea went to 
the house of the woman, and after a 
few words, he drew a knife and 
attempted to kill the .woman. She 
ran across the street to the residence of 
(ioldkolTtir and appealed for protectiftn. 
(loldkolfor, who was a cripple, attempted 
to shield the woman and was stabbed in a 
dozen places by the infuriated Mexican. 
Meantime the woman had again fled, but 
was pnrsuojl and overtaken and her head 
nearly sevcted from tho body by Fuen. 
Fiien then attacked another Mexican who 
had come to the aaaiatance of the woman. 
The atlaeked man struck Fuen with a atone, 
rendering him insensible, \vheii he was ae- 
oured and placed in jail, where he is chisely 
guarded lo prevent falling into tho hands 
of the infuriated citizens.

A coroner's jury on Wednesday decided 
that You On and Hoi Wong, the two Chi- 
nese domestics employed by Mr. F. U- 
Wnr)nok who It ere found dead some two 
weeks ago, came to their untimely end 
through inhaling carbonic acid gas. But 
the finding went no further, no clue being 
afforded by any portion of the evidence 
upon which to base a theory other than 
that of accident, which was tacitly ac- 
cepted as correct. Whether or not You 
On and Hoi Wong were the unfortunate 
victims of an accident, cnmmitted suicide, 
or were put nut of the way mysteriously 
by highbinders the fuliire may posbiUly 
reveal. 

Iu conneoliou with the case a strange 
atory told by one of the post ollije letter 
carriers, who baa pas.si d the Win luck man- 
sion almost daily tor ye ws, has ju.^t leakcil 
out. It w.is given to tlie i)iilice beti>re the 
ooiicliisinn of the ini|ue5t, liiu ajiparently 
^vas not dee'ined siiliiciently m.cterial to be 
preiciited to tlie jury. Tile carrier in ijuea- 
tioii was seen by a COLONIST reporter last 
evening iiiid told hia story without reserve, 
it WHS as fnllo ws : — 

"It was 1)11 Woilnenlay, I think, tlie 
middle of tlm week, and two or three days 
before the tinditig of I ho bodies of tlie 
Cliinamen. 1 was going my round, and I 
saw two Chinamen atainlmg on U.dcher 
street, near Mr. Ward's gate, on the end of 
the sidewalk and ex ici ly facing M r. \\ oi'- 
lock'a grounds. Tliey were in the rigbi 
positiou for (,«eing that part of tho de- 
tached building.-i which the two Gninese 
cooks oocupb d. 

" As I said, there were two of them, well 
dressed Chinamen, and as I came up I saw 
that they had a letter in their hands written 
on a large sheet of paper, and above what 
was apparently the writing, though whether 
English or Chinese I cannot say, there was 
a drawing or pUn of Mr. (Ireen'a house and 
grounds, even the trees just where tin y 
should bo. I recognized it (juickly, for I've 
pasaeil the place almost every day for 
years. 

" They were so intent in conversation and 

60 busy witli their map that they did not 
notice me and I came up and stood behind 
lh"iii looking over their sliouldera. One of 
the two — tlu! ttiller anil the better dres.-ed — 
pniiiled to places on ihe map and put bis 
linger on dilferent buildings marked, appar- 
entlj' inst ruoiing his coiiipanioii. Tliinigb 
the eirennistanco was peculiar I didn't think 
Ro much of it until after Mr. Wiuioek's 
Chinamen were found ilead. Tlien it c.ime 
to my mind and I told a iio'ieeiiKin alimit it. 

"1 thought when I lirst heard of the 
death of the t'binamen that the two I saw 
might have been liighhirrlers hatching one 
of their plots, but (hen when I heard of the 
cliarcojl I thougiit it was more likely that 
the two had killed themselves for fear of 
the liighbindert'. "

and can be produced at any time.

BEHIND THIS TIME. 

Our criticisms on the cohteo pursued by 
tlio Vancouver dnilies witli respect to the 
Hritiali Pacific railway have not mot with 
the approval of those periodicals. Tlie 
World particularly takes offence at our 
remarks, and in Tuesday's issue publishes 
a cbaracteristio rejoinder. It abuses the 
CoLOKisT and denounces the British Pacific, 
It by direct Btatement and by insinuation 
traduces the promoters of the enterprise, 
and it empties the vials of its wrath ou this 
paper. This is to bo regretted, but chiefly 
for the World's own sake. The managers 
of that paper do not consult their own in- 
terest when tliey allow it to descend to the 
level of a common Hcold. There are iiitelll 
pout and imiuiring ii.eii and woiueii in Van 
oouver who, when matters of ;,'ioat ])ublii 
importance are discussed iu the uewspapers, 
want something better, and deserve some- 
thing better, than vilification and detrac 
(ion. 

We are surprised that the World has not 
aeon long ere this that its style of journal 
i,sni is out of date, Tliirty or forly years 
a(»o tlie village newspaper was the recep 
taole of the village gossip, and it discussed 
men and things in the village gossips' 
style and from the village i;ossipa' 
atmdpoint. To did'er in opinion from the 
gOHbip-in-cliief was then regarded in the 
light of a ptTaoiial alfroul, and nothing that 
<J0uld bo said was too bud to aay about the 
abandoned wretch who had the audacity to 
call in qnestion the infallibility of the village 
editor. Not only was the offender himself 
punished for his presumption and audacity, 
hut his ancestors, his contemporary kindred, 
and everything belonging to him, were 
ridiculed and reviled. 

Happily, in most parts of the Dominion 
the village gossip style of journalism has 
disappeared, and we do not see why it 
should linger in Vancouver. The news- 
papers of Canada, even in tho 
sniallesti villages, now attempt, at any 
rate, to discuss public questions ou 
their merits, and they have, to a very great 
extent, abandoned vituperation. If the 
World would follow their example it would 
ia time become respectable and would exer- 
cise a greater and a better influence than 
it docs. 

Our conteiiiiiorary fitij^iiriti/.e.T llio Uriliah 
I'acilie [)r(ij'!^'l aa " a blaiiili;r " and with 
elegance and exactness apeuka of "prob- 
ing" it. It also, looking down from the 
heights of aflluenoe, reproaches the proraot- 
ors of tho railway with being the poasossora 
of "depleted pocketbooUs" and of never 
having u "banking account." 

What iloos all this prove .Saying that 
tho Bcheniu is a bladder does not make it 
000, and sneering at men for being poor 
docs not make them unworthy of confidence. 
Tho Briti.ih Pacific must stand or tall on its 
merits and its promoters must bo judged by 
their works. There are men in this com- 
munity almost as capable of forming an in- 
telligent opinion on tho subject as any one 
oonneoted with the Vancouver World, 
who look upon the project as 
as excellent one, and upon the men who 
•re ozorling themselves to find ways and 
means to build the ro.id as persons en- 
titled to tho good wishes and the good word 
of every British Coluiiibiuu who wiahoa to 
lee the Province prosper. 

If bhe'World believes that the onturpriae 
Is not a good ono and that if carried out it 
ia not calculated to advance the proaperity 
of tho Province, it is welcoiue to its opinion. 
But it fhoiild allow that it has some ground 
for that opinion and not insult the intelli- 
•Tonoe of its reiders by speaking oonteniptu- 
oaaly both of the enterprise and its pro- 
moters without advancing a particle of proof 



to show that they deserve to be so spoken of. 

Our contemporary objects in a very em- 
phatic nianuer to "tho people of this Pro- 
vince being saddled with an incubus that 
will hang like a mill-atone round their 
necks for centuries to come." It docs not 
tell its readers what this inoubus ia, with 
which it is proposed to saddle them, and 
which is to hmg round their necks and to 
remain in that peculiar position for centur- 
ies. It is, in truth, speaking in the dark 
about tho whole matter. It knows nothing 
whatever about tho terms to bo proposed, 
and still it condemns them in ita own pecu- 
liar way. Such talk is simply rant ; it does 
not bear the most distant resemblance lo 
reasonable discussion. All that it allows, 
i.s that the World is bound to oppoae the 
British I'licilic Railway iiroposiila, no mat- 
ter what they are or by whom they are 
submitted. 

With regard to the foolish and the un- 
truthful things that the World says about 
the Colonist, all we have to say ia that tlie 
virago who loudly rails at a paaser-by, 
.«liow3 all who hear her what she ia, but she 
does ihe pass-.r-by uo harm whatever. 



.S' 77 L L UXniSCO VERED. 

The News Advertiser and the World liave 
again atlempted to discuss the postpoue- 
ineut of the Redistribution Bill. Having 
b id ample time for Inquiry and reQeotion 
they are wholly unable to show that to de- 
fer the enactment of tho law for twelve 
inontbs or so will do harm lo any one in this 
I'rovinei'. Tlic failure of tliiae two jour- 
nals Lo show thai pntling ( IV the pa.saing of 
a Redislriljutioii VM\ will be ptoduclivc of 
tho alighteat injury to the Provinco places 
I hem in a very peculiar position. They are 
complaining of a grievance when they 
signally fail to provo that any grievance 
exists. They are crying out that ihey are 
hurt, but when asked to point to the sore 
place they cannot to save their lives show 
wdiere it is. 

Their inability to prove that there is any 
real ground for complaint compels them 
to discuss the question of lie 
distribution itself. But the natur 
of rhfi changes that are required to be iinulo 
have nothing whatever to do with the poat- 
ponetnent of tho measure. The bill, when 
it is brought down next year, after inquiries 
have been made and information obtained, 
may bo all that our contemporaries deairu. 
It may bo as fair and as wise a measure as 
the wit of man can devise. No one has any 
reason to couclude that it will not be in 
every sense a better bill than could have 
been submitted to the House thia year. The 
only question to be discussed now is: If tho 
Government are of opinion that they are 
not in possession of sutfioient information to 
frame a satisfactory measure, are they 
justified in postponing its ehaoliuenl '.' As 
no conoeivablu injury can be done to tho Pro- 
vince by the delay, we think that it is im- 
possible for a fair-minded and a sensible man 
to give any other answer to this question 
than that the Oovernnieiit arc perfectly 
jn.stiliecl in putting oil llic cunsideralioii of 
the bill until they are better informed. In 
fact if tho Opposition really want a good 
measure they would advise the Government 
to take all the time to consider it that can 
be had before the next election. 

It is very evident that our cdntonipor- 
uries feci that it is an exceedingly bard 
thing to nianufaclure a grievance oul of 
nothing. They know that in an ordinary 
matter of business a postponement of thia 
kind would be agreed to without a moment's 
hesitation. When, as in this case, it can be 
shown that no person or Uo interest would 
HuH'or by giving the party rajuiring it a 
little more time to fulfil an cngugeinent it 
would be considered unreasonable to make 
any objection or to throw any obstacle in 
the way. 

Of course it would bq different if it could 
bo shown that an extension of time would 

cause loss or increase risk. Then the parties 
injured or likely to be injured would have 
reason to cniiiplain, and no ono would re- 
gard tlicm aa unreasonable if they proleateil 
against the delay. But in thia case no one 
will suffer loss, and the delay lessens the 
risk of the measure being ill-dii;estod or un- 
just. Wo do not wonder that our contem- 
poraries are a lit I le croaa. They imisi feel 
that they are making themselves riilieiilous, 
and no one likea, even in the interest of bis 
party, to place liiiiiaclf in that position. 

Til!'] LAllOJ! CASES. 

The United .Stales Circuit Court haa eon- 
lirmed the decision of the Ohio Onirt in Iho 
Ann Arbor caau. Tho ellect of this decision, 
if sustained by the Supreme Court, will bo 
to make boycotts illegal in the United 
States. A temporary injunction was asked 
fir by the Ann Arbor Road lo restrain Chief 
Arthur from iaauing a boycott order. The 
request was granted. 'The substance of 
Judge Taft'rt decision aeonia to be contained 
in the following paosugo ; 

Aa to Arthur, ihe aioendnienta charge that 
he, aa chief of the 1 Initliorliood, exerciaes 
a cnntrolling inlliience upon its morabors in 
all nialtera irealed by ita rules and regula- 
tions ; that ono of ita rules requires all ita 
members in tho employ of any railroad 
company, whenever an order to that effect 
in given by the chief officer, to refuse to 
ri^ceive, handle or carry oars of fioight from 
any other railroad company whoae em- 
ployca, members of said association, have 
engaged in a strike ; that such strike was 
declared against thecomplainantby members 
of the brotherhood with Arthur's consent 
and approval ; that Arthur now publicly an- 
nounces that unlesi the complainants sub- 
mit to the demands of thestriking employes 
he will order the rule enforced ; that the 
rule is in direct contravention of tho inter- 
state comniorco law, and intended to induce 
tho employes of the defendant companies to 
violate that law and the previous order of 
the court, ami that Arthur witli others ia 
noiispiriijg lo iiial eml. 

It ia evidently the opinion ot this judge 
that tlic boycott, aa far aa railways are con- 
cerned, is illegal. 

J ud^'o Billings, of 1 he United States Circuit 
Court, a few d<iya ago, rendered a very im- 



portant decision in the case of the United 

States vs. tho Amalgamated Council of New 
Orleans, growing out of the general labor 
strike of last November. The following 
explanation of that decision appears in a 
lato number of tho New York Herald : 

Tho dfcioion of Judge Billings maintains 
that combinatiuna in restraint of luteratalo 
and foreign commerce by and between 
laborers are wilhin the statute of July 2, 
ISIH), as well as combinations by and be- 
tween capitalists. 

A combination among laborers to allow- 
no work to bo done in moving goods and 
merehandiao which was being convoyod 
through tho city of Now Orleans from State 
to State and to and from foreign countries, 
until tho deinanda of cmployea in certain 
kinds of buainebs were complied with, is 
within the prohibition of the statute ; and 
that such a coinbiimtion ia none the leaa un- 
lawful becauao the interruption of coin- 
nierco it attempted did alao compass the 
interruption of all other kinds of business. 
The opinion further holds that mere re- 
fusal to work, or a combination among the 
many laborers not to work, ^ith no attempt 
by intimidation and violence to prevent 
others from working, would not contravene 
tho statute. 

Thia aiina at ay iiipithetic itiiUea, and 
allows that no claaa of men has a right to 
impede tho commerce of the country. 
Judgo Dillings was particularly clear ou 
tho subject of intimidation. Here is an 
extract from his decision on that sub- 
ject : 

The evil as well aa the unlaw Inlnesa of the 
act of defeiidaiila conaials in this, that until 
certain deni.iiulH of theirs were coiniilied 
with, thiy sought lo pieven;, and diil pre- 
vent, everylioily from iiioviiig the eoniioerce 
of ihc city. It was the KUceeasful 1 llort of 
the co:iil)iiiat|oii of the di fendants to in- 
liiniilatc and overawe otlirra who were at 
work in conducting or eirryinii on the com- 
merce of the country in which tho court 
finds their error and their violation of the 
statute. 

Tho Now York Daily Tribune states the 
l)rinciple ou which tho Ann Arbor decision 
ia baaed iu the following terma : 

The true qnestion underlying the .^nn 
Arbor case is ilieruforo this : Wliethtr tin 
public has any right to protection in tin 
courts against tho orders of a labor organ 
iz ktion, whore those orders are calculated 
to impose additional burdens upon all other 
laborers and all other citiz'^ns. 

These United .Slates decisions are iin 
portant, not only in tho United Slates 
but in Canada. They make the relation be- 
tween labor wmbinations and the general 
public very clear ; and tho general prin- 
ciples on which United States law is based 
are almost identical with those that under 
lie the laws of all Briliah countries. It will 
generally be found that ou a grave question 
like this one under consideration whatisgood 
law in the United States is good law in the 
Dominion of Canada. 

LOOK UEFOHE YOU LEAP. 

The Municipalities Bill seems to be a 

meaaure on which every prentice legislator 
can try his hand. It ia out and carved an 
patched in a way that niakos it a kind of 
curiosity in h giilalion. M--. Keith yesler 
day thought tliat his lime had come to stick 
on his patch. This was not a clause to com 
pel persons like fortune tellers, astrologers 
anil clairvoyants, who are gnilly of an in 
dielablo ullencj, to jjiy a liceris-, Init 
one that is inlemled to add very 
materially to the taxes of the al 
ready heavily burdened owner of real 
estate iu a municipality. Our esteemed 
correspondent " Watchman "' very properly 
directs attention to this amendnien!. Ii i 
ono that should not bo inserted in th 
Municipalities I'.ill at a venture. It .shouhi 
be cxaiiiinod closely and (hdil.erated upon 
carefully. Its probable effect upon th 
welfare of the municipalities should b 
fully considered. It ccrtuiidy should not 
be a tinkering amendment inserted in th 
I'.ill when the meuibers are aick and tired 
of it, and anxious to get it out of the way 
aa soon aa jiosaible. Membcra ahould re- 
member that it ia much easier to get 
an injttdioioua clause placed in a bill 
without sufBciont conaideration than to get 
it repealed after it baa been proved to be 
burdensome and unjust. We hope that 
Mr. Keith's ainendmont will not bo passed 
in a hurry and that the property owners in 
the municipaliliea will bo allowed tho op- 
portunity of cxpreaaing their opinion of it 
before it becomes law.

A late number of that entertaining pub 
lication Tit-Bits contains tho following 
paragraph : 

"In Canada, too, new towns arc spring 
ing into oxiatonco all along the route of tin 
I'aiiailian P.icili.i lldiway, while llu^riseof 
\'iuloria, Brikisli Columbia, thanks to this 
same railway, has been little short of mar- 
vellous." 

Victoria, tho writer ought to have known, 
had risen long before the Canadian Pacific 
was built or thought of, and there n o those 
who aay that thai r.iilway haa not c 
tributed very largely to ita growth. Vic- 
toria certainly has not been favored by the 
Canadian Pacific, and it haa grown and 
prospered rather in spite of the inQaence 
of the management of that road than on 
account of it.

Mr. Anderson's bill to amend tho Game 
Protection Act, which pasaed its third read- 
ing in the Logiolaturo yesterday, provides 
for several important changes iu tho law, 
tho chief of which are enumerated below. 
Section 7 is' amended by tho addition : 
" Nor shall any person ))uy or soil, or oiler 
for sale, or expose for aale any willow or 
rallied grouse, before tho first day of 
October in each year." 

Section 17 is made non-applicable to the 
following uiiiinala or birds to the eaat of tho 
Cascade Range, which, except aa after- 
wards mentioned, " ahull not bo huuted, 
taken, killed, shot at, wounded or injured, 
during any night throughout each year, or 
within tho purioda horeiuaftor limited " : 
(1.) Blue grouso and prairie fowl, from the 
Brat day of January to the twelfth day of 
August ; (2 ) Mala mountain aheep, 
from the first day of January to 
tho first day of July; (3.) Male 
deer and male caribou, from the first day of 
January lo the first day of August ; (1 ) 
Wild duck of all kinds, which aro not to be 
protected. 

Sub-section ('2) of aection 17 of the oct is 
amended by sinking out the words "first 
day of Seplombor," and inserting in lieu 
tho words " thirty first day of August." 

Sections 5 and 6 of the amending bill set 
forth " that notwilhataodiug anything to 
the contrary conlained in tho *' Game I'ro- 
tectioiiAct, ISII'J," it shall be unlawful to 
hunt, Iraji, take, kill, ahoot at, wound or 
injure any [iheaaant or quail, of any deacrip- 
liiir-, beloru the lirst day of Sopteiniier, 
I hill ; and every p.cr'ion who violates lliia 
provision or section :i of tliis Act shall, for 
every ulience, be Uable, on summary canvic- 
ticin before liny dustice of the Peace, to a 
line not exceeding fifty dollars and costs, 
and to iinprisonuient in default of )iaynient 
I hereof for any term not exceeding three 
luontba, or to both line and inipriaonnient, 
with or without bard labor for tho said 
lern;, in the discretion ol the convicting 
J uatice. 

It shall be lawful for any constable or 
peace officer at any time during the pro- 
tected aeaaon to enter upon the premises of 
any shop wdiore game ia usually exposed for 
sale, or any restaurant, hotel or eating 
house, and search for game therein, and 
should the carcase, or portion of the cur- 
oaao, of any animal or bird of the jirotected 
pecics be found upon the premisea of 
any audi abop, restaurant, hotel or eating 
house, the proprietor or manager ahall, 
unless he pruv.a that such carcase or 
portion thereof waa upon tho prem- 
isea against hia conatnt and with- 
out his knowledge, bo deemed guilty of 
having the same in hia possession contrary 
to the provisions of the ' Game Protection 
.•Vet.'"

UlisMe» WUUami OominlU SnlcIiXar by Cut' 
tiner Hia Throat With a 
Itazor. 

Charlua V/illiuina, ar. elderly man of long 
residence ia the province, committed sui- 
cide laat evening by cutting hia 
throat with a razor. The gash was 
a frightful one, extending trom cnr 
to car and hali' severing the head from the 
body. Tho fact-i were immediately reported 
to tlio police, who took charge, and the 
body wu-a removtd to Mr. Cliarles Ilay- 
waril'd undertaking eatabliahment by Cor- 
oner Huaell'd order, where it will remain 
until the holding of an impiest to-day. 

Very little is known of ihe history of the 
man who so rashly terminated hia own life. 
Ho dime hero from Nanaiino aoiibo time laat 
fall, uud al that time was far from being in 
want, in fuct^ had money in bank. For a 
time ho occupied one of Carpenter's cabins, 
working at tho Albion Iron Worka and in- 
dulging periodically iu heavy drinkinij. 
In course of time ho found himself 
out of work. Being on aooial terms with the 
occupant of the ailjoining cabin, a hind 
heurled Irishman named .loliii Huydon, 
ho atated the cuae to him and asked Hay- 
don if lie could stay with him until he could 
get employment. Haydon agreed, and re- 
marking that he guessed ho could look after 
him, rented a small house at 02 Quadra 
street, into which he moved last Thuraday, 
taking Williams with bim. 

" The old man," as some of hia frienda 
knew bim, quickly accustomed himself to 
hia surroundings and made himself generally 
useful. He was, as a rule, (juiet and some- 
wdiat iiioliucholy, but not more so durui'; 
the past few days than at any litne since 
his arrival in town. Afuu' dinner last even- 
ing, he cleared away and w^.ahed the dishes 
and aat down, llayibm was preparing to 
go dr,\vn town, and aske'd him to acjompaiiy 
him, but Ihe invitalicn was declined. 
Maydmi pres.seil him, but only received the 
reply thai he " didn't feel like going out." 
There waa nothing to ,ii(nisc i he sligliteat 
Biispiciiin, either m his actions or his words. 

Nov getting coiup.uiy Haydon went down 
town aloiK^, returiiim; about o'clock, and 
at once going into Williams' room for the 
lamp. Aa he enleretl be saw the body 
on the shakedown on the 11 lor, anil think- 
ing the man would take cold, c.illeil out to 
liiui "Wtiai's the matter with you : What 
are you lying there lor'!'' 

He got no anawer, and at once realized 
that something waa wrong, rushed to 
the door and abouted to several 
men who were passing to coiiio in, 
among tlicm Mr. R. H. Roper, of 
lunies street, who went running for the 
police, iiieetiiig ollicera Caiterand Hooper 
Douglas street and reporting to them. 
They cominuuicated with Sergeant llawton 
i he, with Sergeant Levin, proceeded lo 
tho scene of the tragedy, while officer Dris- 
coll brought Hr. MeKechnie. When he 
rived the body waa yet warm. 
Williaiiia was lying on hia back on the 
ahakedown, tho tell-tale raz.ir having 
fallen between the loft arm and 
tho body. There tvas no blood on 
the left hand '; the right waa covered 
with blood to the wrist and the 
shirt sleeve, was unbuttoned. The appear- 
ance of the body showed that there had 
been no struggle, and indicated that tho 
ucfartunate man had sat up on his bed and 
deliberittely out bis throat with one ateady 
sweep of the sharp razor, falling back into 
the position occupied when found.

MOEMOir CELEBRATION. 

After Forty Yciirs of Building, Their TenipL 
Is JJedifuted. 

Salt Lakk Citv, Utah, April (1. — This is 
a great day in the history of the Morniou 
EGOt, not only in this territory but wherever 
their followers are scattered. Forty years 
ago to-day, precisely at the hour of noon, 
the "apostles," in the presence of an im- 
mense multitude, laid the foundation stone 
of the pile of masonry hereafter to be 
known as the Mormon Temple, In the 
long interval many troubles, trials and dia- 
couragenienta were encountered, and for 
many years work on the project was at a 
standstill.

A DEATH iiWVJ TO KKAL ESTATK 
IXTKllKSrs. 

To Til K 1'',D1T0U : — I was present in the 
House yesterday afternoon when Mr. Keith, 
tnember for Nanaimo, introduced and suc- 
ceeded in passing a most pernicious amend- 
ment to the Municipalities Act. 

Real estate has heretofore been suliject to 
a tax of one and one-half per cent. Mr. 
Keiths amendment permits municipalities 
to impose, in addition to the one and one- 
half per cent., a tax on real estate sulHctenl 
to pay the interest and sinking fund on all 
loans. In tho case of Victoria city this 
will swell the tax on realty to at least two 
and one-quarter per cent. In Nanaimo, 
Now Westminster and Vancouver — es- 
pecially the last named— the titx will be 
much higher than at Victoria. 

To this change add the sohool tax and the 
tax for school purposes and what shall we 
have? A tax of at least three per cent, on 
tho value of every house and lot in city 
municiiialitiea I 

Why, sir, real estate will not be worth 
po.Haessiug, and the elFect must bo a sharp 
ai d immteliate collapse iu values. No ])ru- 
dent man will want real estate :\ I any figure. 
The Victoria mcmliera, with one exception, 
voice! against the uiuend iiient, which I here 
deniuincc as one of the most eiangerous, un- 
just, nitsehicvous and tyranneius pieces of 
legislation ever paascd by a de-lilieral ive 
abseinhly. Mr. Cotton, who supported the 
amendment, proposcel to omit Victoria from 
tho operation of the measure, and I sincero- 
ly hope that his proposition will be accepted 
to-day. 

Owners of real catate should take itn- 
mediate steps to defeat the amciulnient.

Paui.-s, April 0.— lu closing hia answer to 
Mr. Phelpa' proposal to exclude tho supple- 
mentary report of the British Behring Sea 
Commissioners to-day, Sir Charles Bus- 
sell contended that the objections of tho 
UnitarJ States to tho report on tho ground 
that il ilL'id not been left subject to control 
or crtsa-exivmination applied equally to a 
large mans of evidence in the United States' 
counter case. Por instance, four reports, 
made by Captain Hooper, concerning seal 
life in the Pribyloff Islands had been incor- 
porated in the counter case, although those 
were evidence of tho kind to which tho 
United .StatCB had objected when it came 
from (ireat Britain. Tlieao reports, like 
much other similar matter, had betn used 
in the American case without provoking the 
slightest protest from thuut llricain. 
The supplementary report which Mr. 
Phelps had asked to have excliidtd did no'^ 
contain any new truths, but simply thy fg. 
suit of a re-examination of -rtcll-knowu 
facta. In conclusion Sir Chiirles Russell 
urged upon tho arljitrators the neceaaity 
determining the i|ue8lioii of right be' y,^^ 
dealing with the regulation of the sea! 
cries. I The British counsel, lie aaid ^ 
do their utmost to make this courf q 
cedure prevail.

Proceeding then to the 
question (i,t ioarua, he pointed out that when 
tho U ,iityed States delegates arrived in I'aria 
the oases, as far as argument w»a concerned, 
Were finished, and both oases and countt-r 
canes 'hftd long been closed. Tho U. H 
Govornment, thereforo, never imagined 
tiinat further evidence would bo adduced, 
l^ie United States Government was of the 
opinion that it had much reason to com- 
plain of Great 15ritain'a conduct in the case ; 
but this had been passed ever. That, how- 
ever, after the case had been aubinitlod, ad- 
ditional evidence should be brought for- 
ward was a contingency which had nevi r 
been contemplated by the representatives ut 
the American Government. They admitted 
that further oral argument might be neces-
